A BEET SUGAR FACTORY. 


There is nothing in the way ofa 
large enterprise that would be likely 
to be successful in Reno than a sugar 
machine. The beet would, undoubt- 
edly thrive here as our climate is like 
that of the parts of France where it 
does the best. Itis most successful 
in light dry soils and in a dry atmos- 
phere. The chuncee are that our 
‘lands would be cxactly adapted to it. 
The alkali wonld be no objection, it 
seems, as the sacharine matter needs a 
large percentage ef alkali during the 
first stages of the refining process. 
This is usually injected by adding a 
preparation of lime. Beets would im- 
prove the land hereabouts by absorb- 
ing the alkali, no better treatment 
for sucli land, is known than to sow 
them to that crop so that the advan- 
tages are reciprocal. However there 
is plenty of land without any alkali at 
all, if it should be found that the crop 
‘here was better. Manures injures 
the quality of the beets. The process 
of refining has been much improved 
and the-the machinery produced more 
systematically and at less cost than 
heretofore. The rules, which must be

Butchertown has been an cye sore 
to San Francisco for years. It has 
been legislated agaiust, pushed away 
and pushed away as fast as it could 
be pusbed, and still they are not 
happy. It is at present flourishing io 
all its nastiness in South San Fran- 
cisce, where its bad breath permeates 
the whole city when there 1s a south 
wind, which isthe prevailing direction 
during the whele rainy season. We 
could offer a hint te the wise men of 
Gotham if they would listen te us. 
If we were Emperor Norten we would 
mildly but firmly obliterate, annihi 
late, wipe out Butchertown, and de- 
pend upen meat shippivg companies 
for our ‘“‘daily» bread.”” This is true 
principle. The neighborhood of a 
great city is no place fer the butcher- 
ing of the enormous number of ani- 
mals it consumes. The ameunt of 
offal which is washed into the bay is 
almest iacredible and the impurities 
spread over a wide portion of the bay 
shore. The smells and gases which 
burden the air must be in a large de- 
gree responsible for the diphtheria, 
smallpox and other diseases which 
scourge the city so terribly at times. 
If the meat shippers had a chance 
they could supply the market regu- 
larly and uniformly with finer meat 
at lower prices with very little fluct- 
uation and to the decided advantage 
of all concerned. Such a sensible 
proceeding, however, is not to be ex- 
pected of the Government of San 
Francisco, The butchers, ring is not 
less powertul than the gas ring or 
Miller and Lux are 
monarchs of all the buteher shops on 
this coast and they rule with energy 
and skill.

POOR LEGISLATION. 

sills to regulate fares and freights 
continue to go to the printer and from 
him to the waste basket. It is very 
doubtful if any further legislation will

any use tothe state. Only thirteen 
days remain of the sixty, and if, as is 
believed, senators and representatives 
are frittering their time away with 
the single purpese of keeping their 
records without cinching the railroads 
any, they can easily use up the balance 
of their time in the same way.

Not 
one has been drawn from the experi- 
ence either of our own or any other 
system of reads. The history of rail- 
road legislation has been a history of 
blunders and mistakes. The best 
bill ever passed was drafted by Charles 
Francis Adams, Jr., of Massachusetts, 
avd is svill in force. It proWides that 
a commission be appointed who shall 
hear all gharges and complaints 
against any railread company and 
make public all the facts. It has 
power to send for persuns and papers 


and the railroads are obliged to give | 
copies of reports, time-cards, tariffs, | 


etc. It has no power to correct any 
overcharge, no power to punish or 
suppress a wrorg, except by its influ- 
ence in public opiniop. It-has been 
found that popular sentiment was 
more powerful to prevent oppression 
than arbitrary proceedings, The peo- 
ple have in the meantime gained a 
great deal of valuable information on 
the subject and are well posted on 
every phase of railroad economy.

THH LAND MEMORIAL. 


Serator Powning has introduced 
a memorial to congress asking that 
half a million acres of desert land be 
donated to the state ef Nevada for 
purpose of internal improvement. 
The land will be chosen frem govern- 
ment lands not previously filed on or 
appropriated. The authorities at 
Washington would no doubt be very 
favorable to such a measure and we 
think it would pass through both 
houses without much epposition. 
The people there think Nevada is a 
worse desert even than it is and we do 
net anticipate any great trouble in 
inducing them to release a few thous- 
and useless acres to us. The present 
session of our legislature ought to 
make provision for disposing of the 
land to settlers who will irrigate it 
either by natural flow of water or ar- 
tesian wells. For if the grant is 
made it will no doubt be made soon 
and it would be poor policy te be 
cempelled te wait two years longer to 
reeeive the benefits. The old ma- 
chinery by mzans of which the half 
million acres of college lands were 
sold might be put into operatien 
again, The price wasa dollar and a 
quarter per acre, allowing one per- 
son to acquire 320 acras and no more. 
The land better be given free to any 
whe make them bear, but they should 
only have one season to do Itin, 80 
the land would not be tied up for 
speculative = purposes.

Dams thrown across the tributaries of 
the river and lake at suitable places 
would not only preveaot floods, but 
they would preserve a vast amount of 
wealth, in the shape of irrigating 
water.

Now there 
may be aslight discrepancy between 
the words of Gen. Clarke and the 
statements of the Gazerre, but there 
is no material difference. When Gen. 
Clarke informed che court that the fees 
would be paid, did he not give the 
court to understand that he would see 
that the fees were paid, or that he 
would pay them? The duties of an 
attorney hive been sufficiently defined 
for Gen. Clarke to understend them. 
He ought to know that when ap 
attorney makes a pledge for a client, 
that that attorney is held to. the 
fulfillment of that pledge. Gen. 
Clarke has practised law long enough to 
know what aa attorney is expected to 
do fer a client, ard has associated 
with gentlemen sufficiently tu know 
what the word honor means, and 
onght to know that honor demands the 
fulfillment of pledges. An attorney 
is also held to a strict accountability 
for any promises made in behalf of his 
client. Gen, Clarke has allowed him. 
self to be placed in a very bad light in 
this matter, and his friends are deep- 
ening the color of theoff-inued radience 
by ill-advised efforts to defend bim. 

The Journal goes on to say that the 
jurors ought to have their fees, but 
that neither Gen. Clarke northe county 
ought to pay them. That sort of logic 
is irresistable in its way. Now, if the 
county ought not to pay them, Mr. 
Ricord ought, and if he does not or 
cinnot, then Gen. Clarke, who promised 
that they would be paid, ought to pay 
therm. f . 

The Reno?}Savings Bank having 
beught the claims is entitled to re- 
ceive the moncy as a matter of course; 
but the question is, who ought to pay 
it? The Journal (who is the defender 
of Gen. Clarke) says not the county. 
The best thing Gen. Clarke can do, is 
to get counselor Clarke to pay R. M. 
Clarke, attorney for the Reno Savings 
Bank, the jurers’ fees (less atterney's 
fees) and settle the matter.

EFFECTS OF THE EXPLOSION, 


The dead lay prostrate in every 
direction—some falling into the 
slough from the bridge. Ten or 
twelve dead bodieslay in one heap 
at the north-west corner ef the bridge, 
while others lay strewn, dead and 
dying on the street, blown from fifty 
to one hundrea feet. 


A HORRIBLE SCENE, 


The scene wasthe most horrible 
ever witnessed here. It is impossible 
to describe accurately the bodies of 
those who were killed or the wounds 
ot those injured. The heads of some 
were blown to pieces, and others 
were blown to the grounde with such 
force as to break every bone ia their 
bodies. Faces, hands, and whole per- 
sons were steamned in the dirt, smoke 
and cinders. 


AFTER THE EXPLOSION, 


The explesion was heard in every 
part of the city, and instantly there 
was a general rush for the scene of 
disaster. Persons going to the place 
were met by wounded people seeking 
physicians to dress their wounds, 
with faces bloedy and filled with dirt, 
presenting a_ sickening spectacle. 
Men, women and children hurried tu 
and fro with blanched cheeks and 
horritied countenances. The wounded 
were promptly cared for and the dead 
‘left undisturbed until the excitement 
had subsided, when they were re- 
moved to A. N. Blake’s, county coro- 
ner. 


CAUSE OF 


THE EXPLOSION—CRIMINAL 
CARELESSNESS. 


The explosion was the result of 
recklessness on the part of the engin- 
eer. The steam yauge refused to 
work, and after the evyiveer had at- 
tempted to fix it, and failed to fix it 
so that it would perform its effice, he 
screwed down the safety valve and 
went on with the work. The explo- 
sion occurred about fifteen minutes 
afterward,

The body of the engive, weighing 
2500 pounds, was blown over the 
telegraph wires and landed on the 
plaza, in front of the Weber engine 
house. Pieces of wood and iron were 
blown with terrific force and carried 
hundreds of feet, flying over Indepen- 
dent block and falling in Main street. 

There were many narrow escapes of 
people who were on the street. A 
heavy piece of iron struck the window 
in Wm. Lesher’s saloon, about the 
height of a man’s head, with terrific 
force.

AN ACT 


To Authorize the Scheol Trustecs of 
School District Number Ten, in 
Washoe Cuounty, to Issue Bonds for 
School Purposes. 


The People of the State of Nevada, rep. 
resented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. The board of trustees 
of school district number ten in the 
town of Reno, Washoe county, Ne- 
vada, are hereby authorized, urder 
the provisions of this act, to issue 
bonds bearing interest net exceeding 
twenty thousand dollars in United 
States gold coin; nove of which said 
bonds shall run for a period longer 
than twenty years from the datethere- 
of, 

Suc. 2. Said bonds shall be issued 
for sums not less than one hundred 
dollars each, in geld coin; sliall be 
payable to bearer, and the interest 
thereon shall be payable semi-annual- 
ly, and coupons for such ivstallment 
of such interest shall be attached to 
each of said bends, 

Sec. 3. The principal of said 
bonds shall be made payable as fol- 
lows: One thousand doliars of the 
bonds so issued shall be made paya- 
ble in two years from the date of is- 
suance thereof; the remainder shali 
be made pafable in annual payments 
thereafter; none of which shall rua 
for a period longer than twenty years 
from the date of their issuance. 

Sec. 4. The board of trustees ef 
Reno schoul district are hereby author- 
ized to purciase a lot or lots on the 
north side of tht river in the town of 
Reno; and build thereon a 
building, as the board may determine; 
provuled, such let or lots, building or 
buildings shall be in a central and 
convenient locality and shall not ox- 
ceed in cost the sum of seventeen 
thousand dollars ($17,000), and the 
said board of trustees are further au- 
thorized to purchase a lot or lots on 
the south side of the river in the town 
of Reno and build and complete there- 
on one school building suitable fora 
primary school; provided, such let or 


in cost the sum of three thousand 
dollars ($3000), but shal! not exceed 
that sum. -The board of trustees of 
suid Reno school district shall imme- 


this act. 

Sec. 5. The bonds and coupons | 
hereia provided for shall be signed by | 
the chairman and clerk of said board | 
of trustees, and countersigned by the. 
county treasurer of said Washoe coun- 
ty. | 
Sec. 6. All moneys received from 
into the county treasury, aud the 
county treasurer is hereby required tuo 
receive and safely keep the same io a 


District Building Fund,” and to pay 
out said money only on warrants 
signed by the chairman aod clerk of 
said board of trustees, and duly al- 
lowed by the board of county cemmis- 
sioners of said Washoe county. The 
county treasurer shall be liable on 
his official bond for the safe keeping 
of said moneys which shal] come inte 
his hands, and for the faithful dis- 
charge cf lis duties in relation there- 
to. 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of pre- 
viding for the payment of the bonds 
hereby authorized to be issued the 
board of county commissioners of 
Washoe county are hereby authorized 
and required, at the time of the an- 
nual levy of taxes for state and coun- 
ty purposes for the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-nine, and annually 
thereafter, to levy upon all the taxa- 
ble property of said school district 
number ten an amount not exceeding 
one feurth of ene per cent. upon each 
one hundred dollars valuation of said 
property sufficient to pay the interest 
and principal of the bonds issued un- 
der the provisions of this act, which 
will become due during the next en- 
suing year. The taxes so levied shall 
be assessed and collected as other 
faxes are assessed and levied, and 
shall be paid into the county treasury 
and set apart to a fund which is here- 
by created, to be known as the ‘*Reno 
School District Redemption Fund,” 
and the money in said fund shall be 
paid out by the county treasurer in 
payment of the interest. on the bonds 
aforesaid, as the same becomes due, 
and upon the presentation of the cou- 
pons therefor, and upon the presenta- 
tion and surrender of said bonds when 
the same be@omes due. 

Sec. 8. To provide for the pay- 
ment of the bonds as they become due 
and the first installment of interest 
upon the bonds issued under the 
provisions ef this act, the board of 
county Commissioners of said county 
are hereby authorized and required at 
their last regular meeting before said 
bonds and interest will become due, 
in case there is not suflicient money 
in said “Reno Schoel Redemptien 
Fund” to pay said bonds and interest, 

o direct the county treasurer to set 
apart from the general fund in the 
county treasury to said ‘“‘Reno School 
District Redemption Fund” a sufficient 
amount to pay said bonds and interest, 
which amount shall be repaid out of 
the first money coming into said 
treasuer’s hands from the taxes levied 
as aforesaid, and belonging to said 
“School District Redemption Fund.’

Witheut sume 
recognition our greatest bards would 
have sunk back into the silence of 
their own theughts, but the apprecia- 
tive sympathy of friends acted asa 
fertilizer ut the roots of their flowery 
unagination and they grew from small 
to greater with rapidity. To-day we 
publish another and quite different 
effort from the familiar pen of Mr.

They also 
called attention te the pumerous pe- 
titions from the West, for the riddance 
of the Chinese, and presented a num- 
ber that had just been received, The 
President listened attentively and 
frequently questioned his visitors, 
When they had finished their argu- 
ments he stated that he, too, had re- 
ceived appeals from people in the West 
to sign the ‘ill, and also petitions 
from the same and other sections net 
to sign it.

party. Every person who shall cast 
an unlawful vote er ballet is to be 
punished by a fine of $5000, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than five 
years, orboth. Assault, killing and 
bribery are to be visited witha fine 
ef $1000 or imprisonment not more 
than two years, or both. Persons 
convicted of any of these offenses to 
be disqualified forever from holding 
any office of honor, trust or profit 
under the United States.
